WASHINGTON, April 21.—On. the eve 


a] of the adoption of the resolution giving 


President Wilson full powers in Mexico, 
Senator Root, of New York, who was 
Secretary of State under President 
Roosevelt, subjected the Mexican policy 
of the Administration to drastic crit- 
icism. Mr. Root did not mention Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan, who now occupies 
his old seat in the Department of State, 
but he let the inference be drawn plain- 
ly that -he thought the department’s 
interposition in the navy’s handling of 
the Tampico incident was responsible 
for a crisis that was inadequate as @ 
reason for war, and was in any case 
unnecessary. 

Mr.. Root defended Mr. Lodge’s gub- 
stitute preamble for the resolution, “and 
said the .President’s speech and the 
resolution framed with Mr. Bryan's 
assistance were painfully inadequate, 
and left the United States to-face a 
crisis of unknown possibilities in which 
it would be ‘“‘everlastingly wrong.” 

Mr.. Root did not oppose intervention.

But the 
fear is prevalent in Washington that, 
now that blood has been shed, it will be 
impossible for this Government to es- 
cape being forced into a policy of armed 
intervention with the object of restoring 
peace and order in the Mexican Re- 
public.

Vera Cruz, the first port of the Mex- 
ican Republic, holds many picturesque 
sights and experiences for the American 
troops and sailors, and will ,recall to) 
those’ making history to-day many stir- 
ring events in the past. The city, which 
is one of the oldest, quaintest, and most 
the Mexican coast 
towns, with a population of 25,000, was 
one of the first places to be settled by 
the Spanish invaders, ana the scene of 
battles ancient and modern. To-day it 
presents a curious blend of both peri- 


ods—fine new buildings standing side 


by side with diminutive negro cabins, 
and certain parts of the city resembling 
Valencia and Bilboa transplanted to the 
New World. 

The city epitomizes the whole of 
Mexican history. Here the Spaniards 
planted their first stockade, fought their 
first battle with the natives, and estab- 
lished their base of supplies while they 
attacked the great stronghold of -he 
Aztecs. And from it they sent back

Remarkable Piece of Rallroad. 
The road from Vera Crug to Mexico 
City, 263 miles long, which will stretch 
before the American forces. on their 
inland march, is beset at many - points 
with danger spots amid .grand. and. in- 
posing mountain scenery. From Vera 
Cruz, which lies four feet above sea 
level, it rises to dizzying heights of 
more than a mile and a half above the 
towers of the seaport. The railroad is 
rich in tunnels and short, sharp turhs 
amid the mountains, and crawls rever- 
beratingly over narrow and dangerous 
bridges neo agp chasms and gorges of 
ge epth. 
yond Vera Cruz, where sand 


dunes alternate with marsh iands and 
wild fowl rend the air with .weird: cries 
and shriekings, lies the Laguna de Cocos 
(cocoa’ nut lagoon,) where the Mexican 
army that defended Vera Cruz in the 
former Maxican war surrendered to Gen. 
Scott. Across the jungle tops range 
high blue hills and the Pico de Orizaba 
against the northern sky. A little fur- 
ther on the American troops will pass 
Soledad, where the peace treaty between 
the Spanish General Prim and the Mex- 
ican General Doblado was concluded in 
1862. Here they will cross a bridge of 
400 feet over the Rio Jamapa, on the 
right a deep gorge and the remains of 
an old Spanish causeway. The country 
is broken with hills and valleys. At 
Cameron, 63 kilometres from Vera Cruz, 
a white monument and stone slab at the 
left of the railroad tracks commemorates 
the French soldiers slain and buried 
there in the War of Intervention. The 
road ascends through narrow valleys 
and rocky defiles. 

A few miles beyond Paso del way 
76 kilometers from Vera tc We. 
feet high, the railroad crosses e 
Alejo bridge of 318 feet. At Chinaihite 
ee is another bridge, 220 feet long, 

a little further on a third bridge 
spanning the Atoyac River, a roaring. 
leaping torrent in the wet seasons. The 
ascent becomeés steeper and steeper, the 
railroad following a grade of 4 per cent, 
that peor the engines snort and 
wheezd amid the hills.

At 106. kilometres from Vera Cruz the 
line passes through Cordoba, a town of 
7,000 population, founded in ae b ho 
der of the Spanish A gus 
Fernandez de Cordoba. t tas 2 118 
feet above the sea on the slope of a 
little hill called Xitango in the fertile 
valley of the Riv Seco. 168 miles from 
Mexico City. It is one of the most im-

A Dangerous Spot. 


Hard by Cordoba is a little fortress. 
Here amid weirdly grand scenery, the 
railroad passes one of the most fear- 
some points on the line, slowly and 
cautiously gliding down one steep side 
of the deep Page Barranca. On the 
other side yawning ravine in the 
depths of which a tropical river churns

Mexicans Will Unite, Says Lord

‘“*T see no reason why the-Coast Ar- 
tillery may not be expected to enter 
the service of the United States Army 
as well as the other troops.

‘‘In regard fo the appropriation for 
the guard it was explained to-day that 
at the time of the’ Spanish-American 
war, the Legislature in regular session 
appropriated $1,000,000 for the State 
troops. Later the Legisiature was 
called in extraordinary session by Gov. 
Piack and appropriated $500,000 more.” 

Major Gen. Charies F. Roe, retired, 
tendered his services to Gov.

No orders came from Albany or the 
National Government to the National 
Guard of this State yesterday, accord- 
ing to Lieut.

Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commander, re- 
turned from his conference with Gov. 
Glynn on Monday night in time to 
hold a conference and depart for 
Washington on the midn'‘ght train. 
There was present at the conference a 
number of officers of the _ divisional 
staff and Adjt. Gen. T. De Witt Hamil- 
ton. The tentative plans were gone over 
and the officers were told to hold them- 
selves in readiness. 

There is a probability that if a bri- 

ade is ordered into the regular service 
nstead of the entire division that the 
Twelfth Regiment of this city will be 
the first organization ordered out. In- 
deed, there was a rumor that the order 
had already been given and that Col. 
Clarence Wadsworth, who lives in Mid-

Wadsworth did not come to this city, 
but’ the’ recetpt of any orders was de- 
nied by Major Munson Morris. It was 
said at the armory that to-day the regi- 
ment would start recruiting to war 
strength. <A suite will be hired uptown 
somewhere, it was said, and recruiting 
offices will be opened. About men 
will be: needed to fill the ranks. 

Another rumor was that the Quarter- 
‘masters and Commissary “Officers of 
every regiment in the city had been or- 
dered to make the necessary prepara- 
tions for the instant movement of their 
regiments. They, were all called to the 
Brigade Headquarters in the Seventy- 
first Regiment Armory some days ago, 
but it was said that that conference had 
to do with camp preparations and not 
active service. 

Preparations, however, are going quiet- 
ly forward. Commanders are now mak- 
ing out lists of the mounts and pack 
mules necessary for going into service. 
It was said: yesterday that the National 
Guard here would need at least 
mules and 8,000 horses. Those who are 
versed in military affairs say that there 
will be no difficulty in getting necessary 
regular army offcers. for the National 
“vard or volunteer regiments. 

There are mary men on the retired 
list not too old for actual campaigning, 
and who would be delighted with a 
chance to get to the scene of trouble. 
Some officers of the Coast Artillery, it 
is reported, have applied to the War De- 
partment for permission to take com- 
missions in the militia.

CARDEN IS LIKELY 
10 WARN HUERTA 


Britain Will Do All That Is Pos- 
sible to Induce the Dic- 
tator to Yield. : 


DISAPPROVES HIS CONDUCT 


Regards His Attitude to Our De- 
mand as Unjustified — Cannot 
Yet Withdraw Recognition.

LONDON, Wednesday, April 22.— 
Whatever influence Sir Lionel Carden, 
the British Minister, may be able to 
exercise in Mexico City will be in the 
direction of peace, and, especially in 
the present juncture, bringing Huerta 
to recognize that continued resistance 
to America’s demands can have only 
one result. 

This, THE NEw YorRK TIMES corre- 

spondent is informed, may be accept- 
ed without hesitation by the American 
people as an indication of British pol- 
icy. 
Beyond using its good offices in this 
manner, British diplomacy cannot go, 
at any rate under existing circum- 
stances. England’s recognition of 
Huerta’s Government is an accom- 
plished fact, and nothing has yet oc- 
curred to enable the Foreign Office to 
recede from the position it took up 
upon information similar to that sup- 
plied by the then American Minister to 
Mexico himself. 

The British Government has on va- 
rious occasions since then made it 
clear to the State Department at 
Washington that it fully sympathized 
with the objects aimed at by American 
policy and that any opportunity it 
might have of assisting in the satis- 
factory development of that policy 
would be seized with avidity. 

Sir Lionel Carden’s return to Mexico 
City is designed by the Foreign Office 
to remove any trace of misapprehen- 
sion in the American public’s mem- 
ory, and it has been suggested that 
his instructions include the necessity 
of disabusing the mind of Huerta, in 
case that personage is counting more 
upon Great Britain’s recognition of 
his Presidency than such recognition 
actually . implies. 

It is quite possible, according to the 
authority on British foreign policy 
consulted by THE NEw YorRK TIMEs, 
that the developments of the past few 
days may induce, even if they have not 
already induced, the Foreign Office to 
instruct the British representative in 
Mexico to say that the British Gov- 
ernment cannot but regard-with dis- 
favor the attitude taken by Huerta in 
regard to President Wilson’s demand. 

That incident, in thé’ Britfsh view, is 
altogether too trivial to justify Huerta 
in maintaining a position calculated to 
bring about war. Disapproval of 
Huerta’s conduct in this particular is 
likely to be empHatically expressed in 
the narhe of his Government by the 
British representative at Mexico City. 

According .to THE NEw YoRK 
TimEs’s informant, however, it is im- 
probable that the Foreign Office, out 
of respect for diplomatic procedure, 
would go the length of instructing Sir 
Lionel Carden on his arrival at Mex- 
ico City actually to threaten Huerta 
with the withdrawal of British recog-

In view of the rapid deyel- 
epments in the Cabinet councils and in 
Congress, .telegrams were sent to all 
out-of-town members of the commission 
who could possibly reach New York 
City in time for the meeting yesterday 
afternoon. By nightfall on Monday 
nearly every one of the members of the 
commission living in the territory ex- 
tending from Boston to Washington 
were on their way to the deliberations. 

The meeting of the Commission on 
Peace and Arbitration was convened at 
8 o’clock by the Rev, J. B, Remen- 
snyder, its Chairman.

Miners’ Store of Ammunition 
and Dynamite Exploded, Scat- 
tering Death and Ruin. 


TO RESUME BATTLE TO-DAY 


Men from Other Union Camps 
Join Fighters in Hills’ to 
Avenge Their Slain. 


MILITIA TROOP HEMMED IN 


Decisive Engagement Planned by 
the Soldiers, Who.Are Prepar- 
ing a Machine Gun Sortle.

TRINIDAD, Col., April 21.—Forty-five 
dead, more than two-thirds of them 
women and children, a score missing, 
and more than a score wounded, is the 
result known to-night of the fourteen- 
hour battle which raged. with uninter- 
rupted fury yesterday between State 
troops and striking coal miners in the 
Ludlow district, on the property of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, the 
Rockefeller holdings, 

The Ludlow camp is a mass of charred 
débris, and buried beneath it is a story 
of horror unparalleled in the history of 
. Industrial warfare. In the holes which 
had been dug for their protection 
against the rifles’ fire the women and 
children died’ like trapped rats when 
the flames swept oyer ‘them. One pit, 
uncovered this afternoon, disclosed the 
bodies of ten children and two women. 
Further exploration was forbidden by 
the position of the camp, which lies 
directly between the militia and the 
Strikers’ positions. 


To Resume Battle at Dawn. 


With arms ready, both sides after a 
day of ominous quiet, now await the 
coming of dawn, when, it is predicted, 
the battle will be resumed with greater 
bloodshed than that which has oc- 
curred. The militia, which yesterday 
drove the strikers from their tent col- 
ony, and, it is charged, fired it, involv- 
ing thereby the. greatest loss of lives, 
are preparing for a machine gun sortie 
at daybreak ‘from their position along 
the Colorado, & Southern Railroad 
tracks at each side of the Ludlow Sta- 
tion. 

On the surfounding hills, sheltered by 
rog¢ks and boulders, 400 strikers await 

ir coming, while their ranks are 

& swelled by grim faced men who 
jtramped overland in the dark, carrying 
guns and ammunition from the neigh- 
boring union camps. , 

Italian, Greek find Austrian miners 
have appealed ‘to their eonsular repre- 
sentatives for protection, and John Mc- 
Lennan, President’ ef. the: local union 
district, wired the Red Cross in. Denver 
to-day to be prepared to: render aid. 

On the outcome of the engagement to- 
morrow may depend -the faté of the 
strike. Both sides face it as a battle 
to the death with no thought of quarter 
asked or received. At a late ‘hour it 
‘was said here that the batttle could only 
be averted by the arrival of overwhelm- 
ing reinforcements for the troops of 
Denver. 

Both strikers and militia have a 
plentiful supply of ammunition on hand, 
Five thousand rounds were run into the 
troops at Ludlow on a Colorado & 
Southern train from Denver early this 
morning, and this supply was later sup- 
plemented by a shipment from Trinidad. 
The strikers, by the seizure of an en- 
gine in the Denver & Rio Grande yards 
&t El Moro, were also able to replenish 
their stock at Barnes. 

The militia number 200. Detachmente 
from Walsenburg and Lamar got 
through the lines early, yesterday. They 
occupy a line approximately three miles 
in. length. 

No train service through the war zone 
is permitted. A command of the troops 
is hemmed in on all sides by the strik- 
ers’ lines, which extend back three 
miles. Through this:cordon. only the 
dead wagon is allowed to pass. 

In Trinidad the situation is no less 
acute. Men throng the streets about 
the union headquarters and - demand 
guns with which to work vengeance 
upon the militia, whom they hold re- 
sponsible for the destruction of their 
homes and the death of their women 
and children. ae | 


Battle Over Three-mile Area.

A seven-year-old girl dashed from un- 
der a blazing tent and heard the scream 
of bullets about her ears. Insane from 
fright, she'ran into a tent again and 
fell into the hole with the remainder 
of her family to die with them. The 
child is said to have been a daughter 
of Charles Costa, a’ union leader at 
Aguilar, who perished with his wife and 
another child. 

Instances of individual heroism were 
numerous James Fyler, financial sec- 
retary of the Trinidad local union and 
@ witness in the regent Congressional 
investigation, died with a bullet in his 
forehead as he was attempting to rescue 
his wife from the flames. 

A bystander, Premo Larsie, 18, son 
of Louis Larsie, a Trinidad brewery 
worker, was among the first to fall. On 
his way from Ludlow to Hastings to 
visit a friend he paused to witness the 
encounter, which had just started. A 
bullet struck him in the head: 

Lewis Tikas, leader of the Greek col- 
ony and one of the most prominent or- 
ganizers in the district, was shot as he 
attempted to lead a group of women 
away from the camp in the direction of 
an arroya which offered shelter. Ac- 
cording to witnesses of his death, Tikas 
threw up his arms to show that he car- 
ried no weapons. The troopers yelled at 
him to run, and shot him as he fled. 


In an effort to rescue his sister from 


danger, Frank Snyder, 10 years old, son 
of William Snyder, a striker, met death 
in the colony later in the afternoon. 
The girl ventured from the pit where 
the family had taken refuge. The boy 
jumped out to draw her back and a 
bullet struck him in the back of the 


head, killing him instantly. 


When it appeared that no more men 
remained in the colony, the militia 
ceased firing and went td the work of 
rescue. Women ran from the burning 
tents, some with their clothing afire, 
carrying_ their babies in their arms. 
Many, in order to save the babies at 
their breasts, were forced to abandon 
their older children to their fate. Among 
these was Mrs. Marcelina Pedragon. 
With her light skirt ablaze in several 
places she carried her youngest child 
to the open, but left two others behind. 
Hope for them has been abandoned. 

Trembling, hysterical, some apparent- 
ly dazed, the women were escorted by 
the troops to the Ludlow, where they 
were held until this morning, when a 
Colorado & Southern train brought them 
into Trinidad. In the haste of depart- 
ure families became separated. Efforts 
to unite them by the United Mine Work- 
ers in many instances proved in‘vain. 

The camp was abandoned to its fate 
following the departure of the women, 
and for hours the light of the fire lit 
the sky a bright red. By its light the 
strikers retreated to the arroyas back 
of the colony and to the surrounding 
hills. The camp fell at 8:30, just four- 
teen hours after the fight commenced. 


Denies Soldiers Fired the Camp. 


Major Hamrock denied to-night that 
his men had started the conflagration. 

“It started spontaneously, apparent- 
ly, from the west end of the camp and 
spread through the flimsy structures 
like wildfire. When that occurred my 
men were at quite a distance and could 
have had nothing whatsoever to do 
with it.” 

He placed the responsibility for the 
opening of the engagement upon the 
strikers, who, he said, fired first upon 
the militia encampment from the hills. 
This was denied at union headquarters, 
where it was said the militia opened 
hostilities with the machine guns. 

He also reiterated the statement that 
the fighting was precipitated by a band 
of Green strikers under Louis Tikas, who 
opened fire upon military tents at Tud- 
low. Tikas, he added, had promised a 
few minutes previously to go out among 
@ party of strikers that had entrenched 
in an arroyo west of the colony and 
induce them to disarm. 

The soldiers were driven out of their 
camp by bullets, according to the of- 
m7 


ficer. Later, he said, the strikers moved 
around back of the colony and took a 
Position along the Colorado & South- 
eastern tracks and attack 
derfelt’s detachment. 

The first wagon load of five bodies 
was brought in late this afternoon and 
a@ second wagon load is expected to- 
night.. Among the bodies is that of 
Private A.,Martin of Company A. Officers 
of the militia charge that though mere- 
ly wounded in the neck, Martin, who 
lay where the strikers subsequently 
passed by him, was shot in the side of 
the head and through the mouth as he 
lay wounded on the round. The charge 
is denied by officials of the union. 

Trinidad is norror stricken by reports 
of the number of women, children, and 
non-combatants who lost their lives in 
the fight and in the fire that followed. 

“It is horrible,” said John McLennan, 
President 6f District No. 15 of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, who is in 
charge at local headquarters. ‘‘ They 
were trapped without a chance of escape. 
The bodies of two women and ten chil- 
dren were seen in one trench, it was an- 
nounced at the Ludlow military camp 
to-night. God only knows how many yet 
will be found.”’ 

More than 200 women and children 
refugees from the burned colony are 
being cared for here. 
Trinidad Trades Assembly has been: 
turned into a temporary dormitory and 
hospital. . Many are suffering from burns 
and injuries. Food and bedding are being 
provided by the union. 


MINERS GATHER FOR FIGHT. 


Governor Asked to Call Legislature 
to Deal with Situation. 


DENVER, April 21.—Representatives 
of the American Red Cross in Trini- 
dad, reported to Dr. S. P. Morris, Di- 
rector of the Red Cross, in Denver to- 
night that twenty-six bodies of strikers 
already had been recovered by the Red 
Cross at Ludlow. 

Three hundred strikers fully armed 
to-night marched from Fremont County 
tent colonies to Ludlow to aid their fel- 
lows in their fight against the militia, 
according to a statement given out at 
union headquarters here. Men of the 
Leyden colony near Denver are making 
ready to go to Trinidad, it is reported. 

E. F. Doyle, Secretary and Treasurer 
of District 15, United Mine Workers of 
America, sent the following telegram 
to-day to President Wilson, Colorado’s 
Senators and Representatives and mem- 
bers of the House Committee which in- 
vestigated the Colorado strike: 


Striking miners and families shot 
and burned to death at Ludlow, Col. 
Mine guards, with machine guns, rid- 
dled tents of striking miners and set 
fire to tent colony. Four men, three 
women, and seven children murdered. 
State not only fails to protest, but 
uses uniforms and ammunition of: the 
commonwealth to destroy the lives of 
the workers and their families. We 
shall be compelled to call on volun- 
teers in the name of humanity to de- 
feng these helpless persons’ unless 
something is done. Tent colony 
burned to the ground. 


A message also was sent to John P. 
White, International President of the 
union, asking him to urge President 
Wilson ‘‘to use his power to protect 
helpless men, women, and children fromm 
being slaughtered in southern Col- 
orado.”’ 

In addition messages were sent to 
500 editors throughout the country and 
to the local unions in Colorado. 

Lieut. Gov. Steven Fitzgerald late to- 
day wired Gov. E. M. Ammons in 
Washington, asking authority to call 
a special session of the Legislature to 
decide on the matter of ordering the 
militig back into the strike zone. This 
action was taken after Gen. John Chase 
had declined to order the militia into 
the strike field, on the ground that 
there were no funds available to meet 
the expenses. 

The Lieutenant Governor’s telegram 
set forth the situation in the Ludlow 
district. Accompanying this telegram 
were recommendations from Gen. Chase 
and citizens of the coal districts, urg-

State officials said that if a favorable 
reply. came to-night, the call would be 
ssued to-morrow. 

Gen. Chase issued orders to militia in 
the field to permit strikers to remove 
their dead and wounded from the Lud- 
loW field without interference. 

Reports received by Frank E. Gove, 
attorney for the Victor American Fuel 
Company, from an agent of the con 
pany were to the effect that the bodies 
of eleven children and two women had 
been found under a pile of smouldering 
bedding in a rude cave by a telephone 
lineman.

ESCAPED CRIMINAL 
NOW BURGOMASTER 


: 


Strange Story of “a German 
Swindler Who Rose to 
High Office. 


|USED FORGED DOCUMENTS 


Dr. Alexander’? Married Daughter 
of Wealthy Official—Turns Out 
to be 'Thormann, Embezzier. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 
BERLIN, April 21.--An amazing 


story came to light in Berlin to-day 


with thé arrest of the Second Burgo- 
master of the prosperous Pomeranian 
city of Kislin, a community of 25,000 
inhabitants, on the charge of being a 
common swindler: for whom the police 
had been looking for four years. 

Instead of being “ Dr. Eduard Alex- 
ander, barrister and court assessor,” 
under which name he was selected 
from among 700 applicants for the 
Kdslin Burgomastership and has: ever 
since lived, the man turns out to be 
an embezzler and forger named Hein- 
rich Thormann, 

In 1910 Thormann was convicted of 
misappropriating the funds of the 
j town offices of Niederbarnim, where 
he had hitherto been a trysted offi- 
cial, and was sentenced to thirteen 
months’ imprisonment and to pay. a 
fine of $1,000. Before -he was: re- 
quired to go to jaik Thormann es- 
caped, and although -warrants’ for his 
arrest were sent broadcast, the police 
failed to discover him. 

In the. meantime, with the aid of 
forged documents, Thormann adopted 
the name of Dr. Eduard Alexander and 
obtained lucrative employment, first 
in the town offices at Weissenfels, and 
later at Bromberg. 

While at Bromberg the good-looking 
and industrious young “ Dr. Alexand- 
der” married the daughter of a 
wealthy and: prominent Prussian offi- 
cial. He acquitted himself so brill- 
iantly at Bromberg that glowing ref- 
erences to his abilities were at his dis- 
posal when he applied for the vacant 
Second Burgomastership at Kodslin. 
Finding him far the most likely can- 
didate, the ‘Town Council of Kdslin 
unanimously offered the place to him. 
Suspicions regarding the Burgo- 
master’s identity and respectability 
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were aroused recently in consequence 
of attempted blackmail by the father 
of a girl whom he once induced to.give 
$500 to him.» Investigation by the 
Public Prosecutor’s office led to the 
discovery that Burgomaster “ Alexan- 
der”. was Thormann. 

The Burgomaster was allowed to 
|come to Berlin to-day to negotiate for 
the establishment of an avigtion camp 
at Kdslin, and while he was engaged 
in a conference in his hotel rooms his 
arrest took place. 


JILTED, SHE SUES DENTIST. 


Mrs. Lydia Rose Demands $25,000 
from Dr. F. B. Smith. 


Dr. Florentine B. Smith, a dentist, of 
2,815 Boulevard, Jersey City, was made 
the defendant.

Jury Finds Verdict for Constable 
Who Sued Rockaway. Lay Preacher. 


MINEOLA, L, ., April 21.—A $150 
award in .the suit for $557 brought by 
Carman Plant, a constable of Lyn- 
brook, against William P. W. Haff, Jr., 
a coal dealer and lay preacher of East 
Rockaway, was returned yesterday after- 
noon by a jury in the Nassau County 
Court.

King George and Queen Mary 
Arrive for a Visit of 
Three Days. 


GREY ACCOMPANIES THEM 


City Is Decorated in Honor of the 
Visitors and a Hearty Welcome 
Is Accorded to Them. 


PARIS, April 21.—The tenth anni- 
versary of the entente cordiale between 
France and Great Britain is being. ccle- 
brated here by a three days’ visit of 
King George and Queen Mary as the 
guests of the French Government. Much 
has been done by both Governments to 
render .the visit significant. politically 
and pleasant personally. r 

All’ the «main arteries of Paris were 
decorated with garlands of evergreens 
and intertwined flags of both nations, 
and ‘crowds of Parisians awaited from 
an early hour the arrival of their 
Majesties. 

The greeting accorded to the King and 
Quéen was a flattering one. The cven- 
ing newspapers published their welcome 
to the royal couple in English. 

The royal procession passed through 
the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne and the 
Avenue des Champe Elysées to the Pal- 
ace of the Foreign Office, where spe- 
cially decorated apartments had been 
prepared for.the King and Queen. Sir 
Edward Grey is staying at the British 
Embassy. : 

To-morrow the. King and Queen will 
lunch at the Embassy and afterward wil! 
go to. Vincennes to attend a great mili- 
tary review. Later they will visit the 
H6tel de Ville of Paris and receive the 
greetings of the municipality. In the 
evening they will entertain President 
and Mme. Poincaré at a banquet at the 
British Embassy before. going to the 
Opera to attend a gala performance. . 

On the following day their Majesties 
will attend a race meeting at Auteuil 


and in the evening a State ‘banquet will 
be given in their honor. 

Among,the gifts to be presented to the 
King and ‘Queen are a number of parch- 
ment sheets beautifully illuminated with 
the arms of various old corporations 
and guilds of the City of Paris. An- 
other present will be a magnificent piece 
of embroidery, with threads of no fewer 
than 350 tints, representing the “Apoth- 
eosis of the Entente Cordiale.”’ 

King George and Queen Mary are ac- 
companied by many officials, including 
Sir Edward Grey, the Foreign: Secre- 
tary. Their Majesties crossed the Eng- 
lish Channel from Dover to Calais on 
board the royal yacht Alexandra, which 
was convoyed by British and French 
warships, 


MAKES RULES FOR BEACHES 


Health Board Adopts Regulations to 
Govern Floating Baths. 


The Board of Health adopted yester- 
day definite rules for fhe conduct this 
Summer of floating baths and bathing 
beaches. No permits will be granted for 
floating baths in the. Hudson,’ Harlem, 
or East Rivers,’ or in the harbér within 
the Narrows, unless they are made 
watertight, so as to prevent contamina~ 
tion from outside. 

The water must be kept in good condi- 
tion at all times, and if river water is 
used, it must be filtered through sand 
or in some other: way, and then must 
be treated with hydrochloride of lime. No 
pater suffering from any contagious 

isease will be permitted at any ‘time to 
bath, and every bather before entering 
the water must take a shower bath. 

As the Summer is nearly here, the 
Board of Health has decided to permit 
the continuance of the bathing beaches 
under certain conditions, with the un- 
derstanding that permits will not be 
issued for bathing beaches along the 
East, Harlem, or Hudson Rivers and in 
the upper bay after this year. 

No bathing beach will be permitted 
within 150 feet of a sewer opening, and 
there must be adequate means for the 
sterilizing of bathing suits, towels, and 
articles of clothing used by bathers 
which are let out on hire. The depart- 

















ment will also inspect the sanitary con- 
dition of the bathing houses.

Pope Creates It for Priests Destined 
to Work Among Emigrants.

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JOIN WATERS OF BAYS. 
Flood Let Into Cape Cod Canal, Au- 


gust Belmont Officiating. 


Special to. The New York Times. © 
BUZZARD’S BAY, Mass., April 21.— 
In ‘the presence of August Belmont, 
President of the Cape Cod Canal Con- 
struction Company, and other digni- 
taries, ‘the sluiceway in Foley’s Dike, 
connecting: Cape Cod Bay and Buzzard’s 
Bay, was opened this morning, and. the 
water rushed through and intermingled 
in one continuous waterway. 

This does not mean that the canal is 
open for shipping. The actual destruc- 
tion of the intervening dike will not 
take place until late in June. as there 
is still a. small ,section which is not 
dredged down to the stated depth of 
twenty-five: feet. Mr. Belmont ex- 
pressed the hope that on July 4 the 
canal would be opened for ships draw- 
ing not over*tweive ‘feet. 

Mr. Belmont came by train from New 
York this morning. He was accom- 

anied by. Capt. J. W. Miller, Vice Pres- 
dent; Chief Engineer W. B: Parsons, 
and W. A. Harriman, son of the late E. 
H. Harriman. By power boat they went 
to Foley's Dike, where. Resident En- 
gineer C. H. Waring. was in charge. 

President Belmont stood on top of the 
sluiceway and at 11 o'clock poured to- 
gether the contents of two bottles, one 
of which contained water from Buzzard’s 
Bay, the other from Cape Cod Bay. As 
he did this, he said: ‘‘ May the meetin 
of these waters bring happiness’ and 
prosperity -to our country and save some 
of the misery which the waters together 
of the Cape have caused in the past.’’ 

Mr. Belmont and Mr.:.Parsons then 
went to the Sands Dike, which held the 
water back, loosened the sand, and 


tulled away the boards, and the waters 
traced together. 


FLOOD CONTROL METHODS, 


Board of Army Engineers Report of 
Value to All Parts of Country. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—Secretary of 
War Garrison transmitted to the House 
of Representatives to-day a report of 
the Board of Army Engineers named to 
investigate the most efficient methods 
for flood control. It deals chiefly with 





carries information for every part of 
the country where there are losses re- 
sulting from high waters. 

The only practicable method of flood 
prevention in the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley, the report says, is by construction 
of an adequate system of levers, sup- 
plemented by bank protection. The Sec- 
retary’s letter refers to the raising of 
Galveston’s grade as illustrating the ef- 
fectiveness of the levee system with 
bank protection, and points to the rec- 
ommendation of the engineers employed 
by Dayton, Ohio, for the reservoir sys- 
tem. Auxiliary channels, both parallel 
and cut-offs, the Secretary says, are to 
be commended, but that no one method 
may be recommended to the exclusion 
of others. Local conditions are con- 
trolling, he says. 


WESTERN FLOOD A PERIL. 


River Banks Washed Out—Imperial 
Valley Menaced—Canal Damaged. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Advices to 
Secretary Lane to-day indicated that 
the Colorado River in southern Arizona 
was far abové flood stage and that its 
banks. had been washed out for 1,000 
feet. The rushing waters are menacing 
the entire Imperial Valley. region, with 
its valuable properties and great irnga- 
tion works. The Imperial Valley Canal 
has been damaged already, and the situ- 
ation is reported as growing more seri- 
ous hourly.

‘Architect Proposes One With- 
out Wall Paper, Molding, or 
Hardware to. Polish. 


TO HAVE A ROOF SCHOOL 


Co-operative Dining. Room, with 
Meals at 30 Cents Each, to Re- 
duce Living Cost. 


The. first regular meeting of the or- 
Zanized Feminist. ANiance was held last 
night at the home of Henrietta Rodman, 
the Acting Chairman, at 315 East Seven- 
teenth Street. There was much discus- 
sion about the feminist apartment house 
which is to be built with the idea of 
reducing household drudgery to a min- 
imum and having it done by trained 
workers. 
evening’s discussion, said: 

“We want the four primitive home 
industries socialized and mechahized. I 
mean the care of the children, prepa- 


ration of food, care of the house, and 
of clothing. We have the example of 
royal families to show us that when 
proper upbringing of children is the 
chief end it is done not by the mothers, 
but by trained and competent servants. 
In the Montessori schools in the new 


j feminist apartment we are to have a 


nurse for every six children so that no 
care will be lacking.’’ 

Max Heidelberg, wno as archi- 
tect has planned the house; then report- 
ed in detail on the plans of the com- 
mittee. The apartment house is not to 
be purely co-operative. There will be 
a company formed of leading feminists, 
most of whom will itive in the house, 
who will subscribe enough money to 
guarantee a year’s rent. 

Then outsiders. will be asked to lend 
the $480,000 which will be required for 
the construction of the building. ‘The 


} house as planned will contain 380 rooms, 


arranged in 170 one, two, three, and 
four-room apartments. It will be built f 
somewhere on the upper edge of Green- 
wich Village, where most existing struc- 
tures are low. ‘Thus the new house, 
which will be twelve stories high, will 
get plenty of air and light. The Build- 
ing Department has consented to con- 
sider it. as a hotel, so it can have an 
exceptionally high basement as well as 
a roof garden. Every apartmnet will 
have a bath. 

The average rent of rooms will be $15 
a month. The co-operative kitchen, 
laundry, dining. rooms, and nursery will 
remove the kitchen, dining room, and 
servant's room from each flat. 

Food will be bought-in large quanti- 
ties, and it is asserted that this and a 
requirement that ail tenants shall pay 
for a certain number of. meals, whether 
they eat them or not, will make it pos- 
sible to furnish breakfast and dinner at 
a, cost of 30 cents a day for each person. 
It is estimated that the total cost of 
living for each person will not exceed 
$12 a week. - 

There will be 2 Montessori school on 
the roof, if the plans are carried out.

HE’D INHERIT FAMILY CASH 


Middletown Recorder Figures ‘if 
Mrs. Schultz Is. the Mother An- 
other Mother's Child Is Missing. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 21.—Be- 
fore. Recorder Howard Starr, in this 
city to-night, Mrs. Frederick Schultz, 
wife of a driver for the Adams Express 
Company, defended herself from insin- 
uations that she had deceived her hus- 
band and her husband’s relatives by 
presenting them with a son and heir 
that was not her own., Schultz him- 
self says he is convinced the child is his. 

According to statements made, he has 
Wealthy’ relatives, and is the only heir 
to ‘the family money. In the event of 
his death without issue it would go to 
distant relatives. Up to March 5 last 
Frederick Schultz had no children. That 
day while he was absent from the house 
his wife gave birth to a boy, according 
to her statement, her mother, Mrs. York, 
attending her. The next day Dr. Rob- 
ert Cordner, a prominent physician, was 
called, and Mrs; Schultz’s mother in- 
formed him that- the mother and child 
were doing well. He made no examina- 
tion and filled out a birth: certificate 
upon the mother’s statement. 

The news of the. birth of an heir so 
elated the various members of the 
Schultz family that several of them 
traveled post-haste to Middletown to see 
the little stranger. Miss Schultz, an 
elderly sister of Fréderick Schultz, 
looked over the boy and remarked that 
he seemed to be two or three months 
old. Her suspicions were aroused, and 
she went to the- Registrar of Vital Sta- 
tistics, George R. Wengenroth, asked 
to see the birth certificate, and told of 
her suspicions. 

This started an investigation by the 
police, -which resulted in the discovery 
of a. li-year-oié girl, who made ‘affi- 
davit that on Dec. 1%, 1918, she had 


afterward ven to Mrs. -York, the 
mother of Mrs. Frederick Schultz. She 
also made affidavit that Mrs. Schultz 
had told her that she wanted the child 
because her hushand’s folks had money, 
and if he should die she would never 
get any of it, but that 'if she had a child 
the money would come to it. She tes- 
tified that she saw Mrs. Schultz once 
after that and that the latter told her 
the child was well. 

The relatives of Mr. Schultz wished 
an. heir,. but they did not want a 
stranger's child, and they followed up 
the matter until Mrs. Schultz, Dr. Cord- 
ner and Miss Schultz, the maiden sis- 
ter, came before Recorder Starr this 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Schultz was very indignant and 
insisted the child was her offspring. 
Miss Schultz was skeptical, Mr. Cord- 
ner said that he would not swear that 
Mrs. Schultz had given birth to the 
child, but that he believed she had. 

Recorder Starr dismissed all the par- 
ties, saying that if Mrs. ‘Schultz had 
really given birth to a child, and the 
girl who swore that she had given birth 
to @ child and had given it to Mrs. 
Schultz had told the truth, there was 
one baby: missing, and that further in- 
vestigation would be made to sift the 
matter to the bottom. Unless a baby 
has been done away with, however, 
there is. nothing upon which to base a 
criminal action, and.the authorities are 
Laer as to what action. to take in the 
matter.

WHAT ISA MACHINE TOOL. 


ust Be One Working by Power 
with Cutting Tools. 


In disposing of a large number of 
importers’ protests, Board: 2 of the 
Uni States General Appraisers yes-. 
terday, handed down a decision af- 
fecting the classification of a -wide 
variety of tool working machines: 
While the issue decided yesterday arose 
undér the Tariff Act of 1909, it is 
thought the ruling made. will apply 
largely under the present law. 

Thé: protests cover hand-operated and 
power-driven machines ‘for making 
chains, metal bottle caps, metal hose, 
nickel tubes, tin cans, carbon brushes, 
also for cutting and shearing met@l, 
for the grinding of tools, for engfaving 
on wood and on metal, for rolling 
aluminum, for perforating and manipu- 
lating old tin cans, &c. Duty was as- 
sessed at 45 per cent. ad valorem. un- 
der Paragraph 199 of the old law, as 
manufactures of metal, while the im- 
porters claimed a rate of 20 per cent. 
under Paragraph 197 as machine tools. 
Judge Fischer holds in his decision, 
that only such machines as are driven 
by other than hand vower and that 
work upon metal, employing | in cheir 
operation cutting tools, are ‘‘ machine 
tools,’”’ as that term was definitely, uni- 
formly and generally understood in 


trade and commerce throughout this 
country prior to the passage of the act 
1909. '

At the hearing of the question, some 
fifteen trade witnesses, about equally 
divided between the Government and 
Ene importers, appeared and testified, 

very earnest etfort being made by 
both sides to establish, if possible, just 
what the general understanding of the 
term ‘machine tools” is. The witnesses 
were hopelessly at variance with each 
other, and according to the decision 
their testimony falls far short of estab- 
lishing any uniform or general trade 
understanding of the term. In bumming 
up, Judge Fischer says: 

“In view of the uncontradicted testi- 
mony of all of the witnesses who ‘ap- 
peared in the case at Bar, to the effect 
that a machine tool must of necessity 
perform its operations on metal with 
the aid of a cutting tool; and in view 
of the contradicting nature of such 
testimony with respect to al! other 
phases of the questions at issue. herein, 
it will be readily seen that the previous 
court interpretation of the term ‘“* ma- 
chine tools’’ should be further limited 
and restricted in their application; 
that, in addition to a machine veing 
operated by other than hand power, 
and designed to work on metai. it must 
also Ppp = its operations with the 
aid of a cutting tool.”’ 

The decision is actompanied | 
renee Png schedule showing which 
machines are held to be ‘* machine 
tools,”’ as well as’ those which must 
stand duty as manufactures of metai 
at the higher rate.

Proposed for Young Men oi 
“Women Graduates of Colleges. 


To ithe Editor of The New York Times: 

As you have lately printed several 
letters from well-bred, unmarried, self- 
supporting young men and women in 
this city saying that they would gladly 
extend their range of acquaintances, 1 
would unfold a plan that may be ex- 
ecuted with no more difficulty than is 
usual in forming any social club. To 
be sure the Y. M. C. A., the Y¥. W. C. 
A., and the churches have their schemes 
for bringing young men and women 
together socially. But there is a large 
class, especially among college grad- 
uates, to whom those excellent organ- 
izations do not appeal in this way. They 
do not feel the need of the religious and 
educational facilities provided by the 
Christian associations, and do not wish 
their purely social needs satisfied by 
entering into such specialized activitios.

CURE OF DRUNKENNESS 


Lies Not in Prohibition, but in Re- 
moving the Causes. 


To the Dditor of The New ¥ork Times: 

Those who believe that a national prohi- 
bition law will “cure” the drink evil would 
de well to follow the example of the med- 
ical profession, who no longer, as in past 
decadés, experid most of their ¢hergies in 
trying to ‘‘cure"’ typhoid, yellow’ fever, 
cholera, tuberculosis, &c, On thé contrary, 
by aimpiy removing the cause they have 
wonderfully reduced the mortality from these 
dreadful scourges and hope eventually to 
etamp thém out completely. 

Tf, instead of trying to keep the man 
who thinks he wants a drink from getting 
it and indirectly inereasing the per capita 
consumption of liquors and incréasing the 
disrespect for law, they would strive to de- 
etroy or elimitiate the desite, inclination, or 
determination to dfink, the. solution. of thé 
drink question would bé* muth simplified. 

Many forces are working directly and in- 
directly to this end. 

A ldrge pércentage of gifls employed in 
stores, offices, and factories are wholly ig- 
horant of the relative nutritive value of 
foods or the proper method of preparing 
them. When they mafry they fill their 
husbands’ stomachs with s6-called food, but 
there is afi unsatisfied ¢raving left which 
fe believes is for drink atid he goes out 
and gets it. Cooking classes in thé pub- 
lic schools will eventually help to remove 
this cause. The writer knows personally of 
victims of poor cddks who, on discovering 
@ place where they could get good, whole 
somié, atid properly cooked food, entireiy 
lost the desire to drink. 

Employers of help have learned by expert- 
ence that the use of altoHol lessens effi- 
ciency and naturally discriminate against the 
alcoholic who, consequently finds it more 
difficult to get or retain a paying position. 
The Carnegie Steel Works of Youngstown, 
Ohio, recently afneunced that omy tétal 
abstainers Would be promoted. 

If, instead of harping on the adultera- 
tion of liquors and thereby leading the un- 
thinking to infer that they would be safe 
if they Gould only secure a supply ‘of the 
“‘ pure stuff,” temperance writers and speak- 
ers would tell the plain truth about the toxic 
eftecte of ‘‘pure’’ alcoholic beverages, & 
great uiafiy who now drink because they 
Ronestly bellevé it beneficial would be de- 
brived of this tncentive to drink. 

If it were more gereérally known that he 
who drinks daily yet never gets drunk may 
die of. delirium tremens; that alcohol is not 
a stimulant but a paralyzer; that he who 
G@rinks on a cold day only feels warmer 
because his sense of cold is paralyzed and 
that really his temperature has been low- 
ered; that a man with several drinks in him 
thay freeze to death while @ total abstainer 
woula fot; that a drink before a meal 
may make @ man feel hungry but destroys 
the digestive juices and makes his food in- 
digestible; that a drunken man may become 
more foolhardy, not because his courage has 
been stimulated, but because his sense of 
fear and danger have been paralysed; that 
he may become more véluble, not because 
his wits have been stimulated, but because 
his setise of ‘shame, modesty, and Giseretion 
have been paralyzed. 

The drink evil hae- existed for thousands 
of years and the remedies suggested may 
fot bé as ftistatitaheous or as spectactilar as 
prohibition legislation, yet the writer believes 
that they will bé more efficacious, Hé is 
still further corivinced that until something 
is dohe to stop the reproduction ef undé- 
Sirables the drink évil will continue to be 
with us, prohibition or nd prohibiten.

President Wilson, in. his “History of 
the. American People,’ gives.a concise 
account ef the war with Mexico in #84¢- 
7, in which, by inference, he criticises _ 
President Polk for sending Gen. Taylor ~ 
to the Rio Grande without first having 
consulted Congress. He also declares 
that the United States-had no-claim to ~ 


‘part of the territory ceded at thé ‘end of © 


the war except that of conquest. “ ~ 
After speaking of other boutidary dis- 
putes; Mr. Wilson takes up that between 
Texas and..Mexico, by which tho ‘war ~ 
was brought on. 

“The Texas boundaries,’ he’ says, 
‘were another matter. Here the Gov- 
ernment dealt with a rival and neighbor 
with: whom no compromise was’ neces- 
sary. Texas claimed not only every- 
thing north and west of her-that had 
been Spain’s or Mexico’s all-the way to 
latitude 42. @egrees, but also so much 
‘of the territory of her one-time partner 
State, Coahuila, as lay between the 
Nueces and the Rio Grande del Nerte, 
and Mr. Polk espoused and acted upon 
her claims at the south even before her 
formal admission into the Unton we 
complete.

GRAFT JURY FINDS 
ITS WAY BLOCKED 


Makes Bitter. Attack on John 
A. Bensel in Presentment 
on Its Work. 


CALLED “UNFIT FOR OFFICE” | § 


Attack on the Board of Water Sup- 
ply—Reorganization Is Urged 
, by the Jury. 


Justice Davis in the Criminal Branch 
of the Supreme Court received yester- 
day an_eleven-page presentment from 
the special Supreme Court Grand Jury 
which has been investigating the: scan* 
dal attending the levying of campaign 
contributions and the influence these 
contributions had when great contracts 
for public work were let. The Grand 
Jury handed up this presentment after it 
had been found impossible to indict 
politicians against whom graft charges 
had been made, 

The presentment. makes a bitter at- 
tack on the system by which contracts 
on the Catskill Aqueduct were awarded, 
and it is alleged that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars were wasted. The 
Grand Jurors assert that they are mor- 
ally convinced of the guilt of certain 
persons whom they tried to indict, but 
that the obstacles placed in their way 
had made it impossible to find indict- 
ments in these cases. Changes in ‘the 
laws of the State are recommended. 

No names are ‘mentioned in the pre- 
sentment, but all through it appear ref- 
erences to “the State Engineer and 
Surveyor,’”’ who is John A. Bensel. It 
is asserted that ‘‘the former .member 
of the Board of Water Supply, who is 
now the State Engineer and Surveyor,”’ 
in the opinion. of the Grand‘ Jurors, is 
“unfit to hold public office,’’ and much 
is made of the fact that he refused tu 
testify before the Grand Jury without 
waiving immunity. 

Among the others who are attacked, 
although not named, is James KE. Gaff- 
ney, the warm friend of Tammany 
Leader Charles F. Murphy. A reference 
to poor memories, it is believed, applied 
to several witnesses, but especially to 


James G. Shaw, a contractor, who could H 


not remember to whom he handed $41,- 


250. No reference was made to the fact 


that United States Senator Jan:es A. 


O’Gorman was not called as a witness. 

After setting forth that indictments 
were found against Everett Fowler of 
Kingston, Arthur A. Mciean vot : 
kturg, and Thomas Hassett, rormerly 
Secretary of the Board of Water Sup- 
ply, and that McLean, the State Treas- 
urer of the Democratic Party, pleaded 
guilty to receiving a campaign <ontri- 
rom a corporation, the Grand 
Jury offered these conclusions: 


First—That although the Board of Water 
Supply of the City of New York, as createa 
by Chapter 724 of the Laws of 1905, was 
intended to be an administrative board of 
independent men, free from all political 
influence and control, some of the men 
selected as Commissioners of the saia 
Board of Water Supply have at times been 
sO subject to political inflence, or so ‘in- 
competent, that their action in the award- 
ing of certain contracts has been controlled 
and directed by political influence. 

Second—That the provisions of the iabor 
law, as now administered, with respect to 
public works, are such as to lend them- 
selves to a use by the unscrupulous for the 
purpose of extorting ‘‘ tribute’’ from con- 
tractors engaged upon such public’ works. 

Third—That the employment. by the saia 
Board of Wa.er Supply of a staff of sal- 
aried consulting engineers can only be jus- 
tified upon the theory that these consulting 
engineers are such in fact and that when 
called upon for the expression of an opin- 
ion in connection. with any contemplated 
work such opinion, ' when - expressed, is 
their own independent opinion, reached 
by them without foreknowledge of the 
opinion already formed and expressed by 
tne regular engineering staff of the said 
Board of Water Supply. 

Fourth—That the said Board of Water 
Supply, constituted as it is of men of no 
engineering training, is obliged to accept 
as final, upon all engineering matters, the 
opinion expressed by its Chief Engineer. 
This places the real responsibility upon the 
Chief Engineer, while the legal responsjbil- 
ity rests upon the three Commissioners. 

To support the charge that political 
influence was employed in the Board 
of Water Supply at times the Patterson 
case was reviewed. In this case 5 per 
cent. of a contract was demanded by a 
pclitician and the amount was turned 
over in cash. The third lowest bidder 
got the contract. In reference to this 
matter the Grand Jury said: 

“There is no direct evidence before 
us that political influence has been ex- 
erted for the financial benefit of any 
men now officially connected with the 
Board of Water Supply, but there have 
been occasions upon which there is rea- 
son to believe that at least one man 


then officially connected with ,the board 


profited by such transaction.’ 

There is no doubt in the District At- 
torney’s office as to whom the Grand 
Jurors referred. 

In reference to the labor laws it. is 
pointed out that one contractor admit- 
ted that he had paid $30,000 for ‘‘ ex- 
pert advice,’’ which amounted to pay- 
ment for assurance that he would: not 
be held up by Inspectors of the State 
Labor Department. It was:.James E. 
Gaffney who received this money. 

The references to the Chief Engineer 
and the consulting engineers of the 
Board of Water Supply were amplified 
further on-in the presentment by asser- 
tions that the consulting engineers re- 
ceived fat salaries and that all they did 
was to uphold the recommendations of 
the Chief Engineer of the board. It was 
pointed out that these consulting en- 
gineers actuaHy had been advised be- 
forehand as to how they should rule on 
one contract. Only pad Pes ‘the consult- 
ing engineers, it is- rted, dared to 
disregard the ‘advice wor the ‘Chief En- 
gineer, who is J. Waldo Smith, in one 
specific case. This man’s advice was 
disregarded by the Board of Water Sup- 
ply, the presentment says, at an added 
cost to the city of $250, 

Continuing, the Grand Jury says that 
it regarded it as a duty to the public 
to point out remedies for existing bad 
conditions in the letting of public con- 
tracts. These are the suggestions: 

1. That the Board of Water Supply of 
the City of New York be reorganized in 
such a maner as shall place the legal re- 
sponsibility of all construction and all 
engineering work, coming within its juris- 
diction, upon a competent’ chief engineer, 
by whatever name Lis office may be called, 
where the real responsibility now rests, 
and shall provide for a single administra- 
tive head upon whom shall rest the legal 
responsibility for ail matters outside of 
the construction and engineering work. 

2. That the former member of the Board 
of Water Supply, who is now. the State 
Engineer “and Surveyor, is unfit to hold 
public office, it. being. our opinion that 
any public officer who is unwilling to 

waive immunity from prosecution and 
testity freely before Bernd legally constituted 
investigating body, h respect to his con- 
mF while in public often is antit to hold 
office. 

3. That the labor law be amended so as 
to give a-contractor who is charged with 
labor law violations an opportunity of 
being heard. 

4. That all persons who assist in getting

SIR &.: DURNING-LAWRENCE. 


Author of “Bacon Is Shakespeare” 
and “Shakespeare Myth’” Dead. 


Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence, 77 years 
old, noted as an exponent of the theory 
that Bacon wrote Shakespeare’ s works, 
died yesterday in London, England. He 
was born in: London and educated at. the 
University College School and the Uni- 
versity College in London. He became 
a barrister of the Middle Temple in 1867 
and was a Member of Parliament for 
Truro from 1895 until 1907.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Brisk Rally Follows Let-Up in 
Liquidation—Varied Aspects 
of Mexican Problem. 


For the first time tn eleven days of 
trading the stock market closed yester- 
day with a substantial net gain in prices. 
This movement, coupled with the largely 
reduced volume of trading, carried the 
inference that the liquidation which had 
been prompted by the news of the Mexi- 
can crisis had for the moment at least 
run its course; leaving the way open 
to a more hopeful view regarding the 
immediate position of the stock market. 
Such a change in the tendency of the 
market was an altogether normal devel- 
opment after the somewhat prolonged 
decline to which securities had been sub- 
jected. It had come to be believed by 
many, irrespective of the views enter- 
tained regarding the longer future of 
the market, that whatever was unfavor- 
able in the immediate outjook had been 
discounted by the decline which had 
been uninterruptedly under way for con- 
siderably more than a week. 

The point was reached yesterday in 
the Mexican situation at which actual 
seizure of Mexican territory was mo- 
mentarily expected, if indeed it had not 
already occurred, as was reported in 
dispatches which reached Wall Street 
during the afternoon. Such was the sit- 
uation as it stood at the close of the 
financial day. It was not known then 
that Vera Cruz had been seized and 
that there had been bloodshed. While 
such reports could not be interpreted as 
in themselves carrying hopeful promise 
they served to crystallize the feeling 
that it was that very thing which the 
market had lately been anticipating and 
on which it had been weak. On that 
assumption this news may not have 
been without some influence in bring- 
ing about the much stronger tone of the 
market in the afternoon on the theory 
that the bad news which had been an- 
ticipated had come to hand. 

Even among those who took it for 
granted that armed conflict was un- 
avoidable there were at least some 
among bankers of wide experience who 
took the view that_of itself the struggle 
with Mexico could not be regarded as 
a controlling factor in the business and 
financial outlook. Admittedly, however, 
upon the information which it had yes- 
terday the financial community was not 
in a position to estimate with any like- 
lihood of accuracy the duration or cost 
of the enterprise upon which the coun- 


























try is entering. The collateral aspects 
of the matter were still under discussion, 
particularly that which had to do with 
the theory that war with Mexico would 
mean a lessening of Governmental ac- 
tivity at home in respect to business 
questions. This view was indeed voiced 
on the floor of the Senate yesterday. 
It has gained adherents among those 


‘who have undertaken to consider the 


Mexican situation in all its aspects. 
Some evidence was afforded of a fair- 
ly well diversified investment demand, 
although the bond market as a whole 
has been subjected apparently to in- 
creased quiet by the events of the last 
few days. In the matter of new financ- 
ing the chief news which was being 
awaited was the announcement of the 
forthcoming New Haven issue. The 
statement made at the annual meeting 
of the stockholders at New Haven that 
further conferences’ with the bankers 


, with whom the railroad is negotiat- 
ing would be necessary before a defi- 
' nite statement regarding the company’s 
‘plans could be made was interpreted as 


meaning that ‘the specific form of the

Wabash Plan Ready for Com- 
missions, 


The reorganization plan for the Wa- 
bash Railroad, originally ready for the 
underwriters a year ago, and subse- 
quently all but ready every few weeks, 
has not been materially changed now 
since April 1, which leads security hold- 
ers to think that perhaps it is in its 
final: form. At any event, Chairman 
Pierce expects to leave New York at‘ the

Frisco Plan Not in Sight. 
Bankers and others who are close to 
the property have little to say about the 
reorganization of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco, in which no less than ten dif- 
ferent Protective Committees are in- 
terested, in connection with the stock 
and bonds of the parent company and 
bonds and notes of the underlying roads. 
It is said that there is a difference of 
opinion among the reorganizers over the 
amount of money which should be raised 
to put the Yoakum properties back on 
their feet again.

Western Maryland Working Out. 

One reason for the very poor earnings 
statement made public by the Western 
Maryland for February was the fact of 
heavy charges against expenses of ac- 
counts which had long been carried ‘‘ in 
suspense.’’

Chairman Elliott Announces That 
the Road’s Business Has Taken 
a ‘Turn for the Better. 


Special to The New York Times. 
NEW HAVEN, April 21.—The stock- 


Hartford. Railroad Company, meeting 
here at Harthonie Hall to-day, ratified 
the agreement for the dismemberment 
of the system made by Chairman How- 
ard Elliott with Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds. The vote was 958,346 shares 
against 700, about 250 persons being 
present. ; 

Opposition was voiced by one or two 
of the stocqkholders present, and sev- 
eral others criticised the course of the 
Government, but no fight was made by 
Morgan B. Bulkley or the. others who 
have been insurgents in recent meetings. 
In fact, Mr. Bulkley, who has disposed 
of part of his holdings, was not present. 

Hagop Bogigian of Boston opened the 
discussion in opposition to ratifieation. 
Mr. Bogigian expressed disappointment 
that the Directors ‘“‘ had not had back- 
bone enough ”’ to resist the demands of 
the Government. 

“IT have traveled in Europé and. 
Asia,’’ he said, ‘‘on horseback, camel- 
back, and elephantback, and the best 
mode of transportation is furnished by 
the New Haven Road. Our Govern- 
ment ought to leave it alone. I have 
property in Turkey, and I don’t have 
to watch it as closely as I do my’ prop- 
erty here. Our Government seems de- 
termined to take everything a man has 
earned and distribute or destroy it. We 
poor stockholders. are expected to sub- 
mit to having the arms and legs cut 
off from our railroad system and to let 
them bury us without a protest. The 
Government has employed doctors, sur- 
Agee and gravediggers, and it wants 

to bury us and bury our road.’’ 

Clark T. Durant of Great Barrington 
said he would like to see the New 
Haven Road have an absolute mon “4 tgp 
of transportation in New Englan 
sentiment which was greeted with ap- 
plause, but that a contest. with the Gov- 
ernment would mean a receivership and 
the loss of the property to the stock- 
holders. 

“For our own protection,” he said, 
“the only thing we can do is to ratify 
the agreement. The United States is 
bigger than I am and I am content-.to 
make the best bargain q n. Some of 
the properties acquired by the old man- 
agement should be disposed of, anyway, 
as a business proposition.”’ 

James McClintock of Springfield 
agreed that a contest would mean a re- 
ceivership. 

“I. have no doubt,” he said, ‘“ that 
that would be the deathblow to many 
an aged and infirm woman whose entire 
means are invested in our stock. If we 
have a receivership and the suit goes on 
the Government will still demand its 
pound of flesh, and in my opinion it will 
get it in the end.” 

Patrick Murray made a speech 
tacking the “‘ millionaire Directors.”
